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WITNESS MONUMENT TIES 


All ties to new Bearing Trees (BTs) are a mag nail set in a 1-1/2" plastic washer stamped "SURVEY MARKER - DO NOT REMOVE" and hack mark at the root crown 
(less than 12" above ground) perpendicular to the center of the tree, unless otherwise noted. BT diameters are noted as dbh and are measured approximately 4.5' 
above ground. In the instance of this record, bearings are measured from the monument to the mag nails in the sign and the railroad spike for historic resonance.

VanBu_Q13 was easily found approximately 50’ east of the driveway for 5901 Leonard Springs Road in excavated hole just north of 
the centerline. On the north side of the road there is a farm field. 


MONUMENT PRESERVATION: Describe work done to preserve existing monument. 
The PK nail was slightly loose. A mag spike was set in its place. Geodetic coordinates were captured for the monument and all of its 
witnesses. The integrity of the sign was tested. 


THEORY OF LOCATION: Describe the theory of location for acceptance of this monument. Include monument origin and associated uncertainty. 
The PK nail and washer were previously witnessed by the Monroe County Surveyor, Kevin Enright, on December 21, 2005, and 
accepted by the Monroe County Surveyor Review Board on November 21, 2006. The 2006 Monument Record accepted the PK nail 
per a boundary survey by Phillip Tapp, Shaw & Wilson Boundary Survey (1997) on file at the Recorder’s Office as 00801642.IN, a 
survey by Lee Utt, Floyd Minor Subdivision Preliminary Plat (2005), on file at the Surveyor’s Office as RSID005323 & a James D. 
Smale survey, Benninghoff Phase II Minor Subdivision (2006) recorded as Instrument Number 2006023445.IN. Other References on 
File: a Tracy L. McGill survey, Location Control Route Survey Plat, Fullerton Pike from SR 45 to Snoddy Road (2014), on file at the 
Recorder’s Office as 2014007211.IN and a Phillp O. Tapp survey, Benninghoff Phase II Minor Subdivision Final Plat Amendment Two 
(2018) on file at the Recorder’s Office as 2018002101.IN.Historic research has not yet been performed to prove the validity of this 
monument.
